cial treasurer of Saskatchewan be- 
fore the Saskatchewan legislature 
show that the fin- cial position of 
the province is ..ceedingly bright. 
This year’s crop was very satisfac- 
tory, and the‘wealth in respect: to live 
stock. has materially increased during 
the year. : 
_ The total value of the wheat crop 
is estimated at $225,536,315; the oat 
crop is worth $77,487,141; barley, 
$15,825,987 and. flax’ $14,405,241. This 
represents a total grain crop produc- 
tion of the value of $323,254,675. 

The value of farm products other 
than grain is as follows: Potatoes

Does Not Appear to Be Anything | 
New in Farming Methods 


We are making progress. in farm- 
ing, by adopting methods that were 
unknown a hundred years ago. <A 
few of these ideas are original; for! 
were | 
and 


known to the ancient Romans 
Greeks, 

“Soiling, sced, selection, thé testing 
of soil for sourness, intensive culti- 
vation of:a fallow as well as a crop, 
conservation, rotation, the import- 
ance of live stock in a system of gen- 
eral farming, the preservation of the; 
chemical content of fertilizer and the 
composting of the rubbish of a farm, 
were’ some of the things relating to 
farm operations which were put into 
practice two thousand years ago. 

They brought to their operations 
something more, which we have not 
altogether learned—the | character 
which made them a people of éndur- 
ing achievement. The Greeks and 
Romans achieved their results by 
thoroughness and~ patience, They 
realized that there are no short-cuts 
in the processes of nature, and that 
the law of compensation is invaria- 


e. 

Columella, a Spaniard, in the sec- 
ond century before Christ, said it 
was. Cato that “taught agriculture to 
speak Latin,” and it is a known fact 
that Virgil and Varro wrote agficyl- 
tural history in the Augustan period. 
Marcus Terentius Varro, whom many 
call the “most modern -of the an- 
cients,” and whom Quintillian called 
“the most learned of: the Romans,” 
‘studied agriculture before he studied 
anything else, and wrote his “Rerum 
Rusticarium” in his eighticth year. 

Marcus Porcius Cato, known .to 
students as the eldér Cato, was a 
type of Roman produced in the vig- 
orous days of the Republic. He it 
was who put his finger-on the true 
reason why scientific. agriculture fre- 
quently fails to pay when he said, 
“The man who doés not depend on 
his land for his living.too often per- 
mits his farm to get the spending 
habit.” ; 

“The Romans had ‘another maxim 
which has a distinct connection with 
the above statement of Cato’s that 
may appear incredible to some, “That 
nothing ig so. disadvantagcous as_ to 
cultivate land in the highest style of 
perfection.” 

Margo the Carthaginian was evi- 
dently looking down the vistas of 
time, and had in mind the condition 
of today when he said that “the 
farmer should be bigger than his 
farm, meaning that no man should 
attempt to cultivate more acres than 
he has the labor and intelligence to 
handle. ; ; 

Margo wrote in the Punic tongue 
and collected in twenty-eight books 
all of the agricultural wisdom which 
before him had been scattered in 
many works, and he has made the’ 
most valuable contributions to agri- 
cultural +iterature- ophy- 
any that has been handed down to 
us 


They seem so pertinent to us at 
the present time, especially in view 
of the efforts being made to stimu- 
late the growing of live stock and the 
habit of diversification. - 

He said that many People reason 
that because cattle are good for the 
land that they make crops grow on 
the land. The real reason why cat- 
tle are necessary to agriculture is 
that they seem necessary to human 
life and cannot be produced any- 
where else than upon the farms; fill 
an economic necd and utilize  pro- 
ducts which would otherwise be 
wasted.

Correspondents Watching Big. Push 
_ Not Impressed by Noise 


After lunch some of us. drove up. to 
an old fort on the top of a high hill 
to have a look at the battle. Hel- 
mets: and gas. niasks were hardly 
necessary. The boche’s teplies to the 
French bombardment .were few and 
far. between, The. only possible dan- 
ger seemed to be from the shrapnel 
which cach side was very steadily 
firing at the other's airplanes. Some- 
times these planes with their sur- 
rounding, heading, and* pursuing 
white or black shrapnel bursts were 
directly overhead, and then it: did 


back and your mouth wide open, gaz- 
ing at them. But everybody ‘did. 

Ordinarily we could. have scen for 
miles and miles into the Heart of the 
boche’s positions; but on this bright 
Indian summery day a great white 
curtain had beén drawn as if. to con- 
ceal his writhings, his sufferings, and 
his sudden deaths, It was all smoke 
and wicked upthrustings of white hor 
flames and white hot gases. From 
just in front of his first line trenches 
the great smoking screen, hundreds 
of feet high, jumped and quivered 
and charged, it was white and dark 
and buff colored; some times great 
rings floated upward frem it. Some- 
times its skyline was broken: by an 
uptoss from some one overpowering 
blast. But always.the screen was 
impenetrable, like some monstrous 
and supernatural bank of fog. 

There were other things to sec— 
sometimes fifteen airplanes at ‘once, 
the black. and white bursts of shrap- 
nel smoke hot after them. There 
were things to hear, too, but 
what you had expected, nothing deaf- 
ening. Our nearest heavy _ battery 
was less than a hundred yards away. 
The concussions pushed you — quite 
hard sometimes, but that was all, You 
could talk, and a hearty laugh almost 
drowned the whole bombardment it- 
self. It sounded.a good deal like the 
rolling of very many drums. The 
beelike humming of the airplanes 
was louder. 

We went down to. havé a __ close 
look ‘at one’ of the heavy batteries. 
The piece to be fired was a little ov- 
erheated, and so while waiting for it 
to cool the officer in charge gave us 
some powder to play with, It looked 
like sticks of chewing gum, slightly 
warped, and some of it was just the 
color; other. sticks were mauve or 
buff. The color effect of a handful 
was very pretty. We played with it 
like kids, lighting it and holding. it 
in our hands, aud watching its slow 
candlelike burning. And then some- 
body said, “Attention,” and we threw 
it all away and stuffed our fingers 
in our ears, and were treated to one 
perfectly dreadful explosion, A team) 
of tired horses which had just toiled | 
up with a wagonload of shells didn’t 
even prick up their ears,—Gouver- 
neur Morris in Collier’s Weekly.
